DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the application 

1 . Receipt of applicants reply to restriction requirement filed on 5/14/08 is 
acknowledged. In view of allowable subject matter in the compound claims, the 
previous restriction requirement has been withdrawn and the method of synthesis of the 
compound claims (20-22) have been rejoined. The claims 6 and 11-19 have been 
cancelled. The claims 1-5, 7-10 and 20-22 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-5, 7- 
10 and 20-22 are allowable over the prior art because none of the prior art documents 
discloses or suggests applicants' compounds and their synthesis. The closest prior art 
of record [Blonski et al, Biochem. J., 1997, 323, 71-77] fails to teach or fairly suggest the 
applicants' compounds and their synthesis. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
